AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT N

Curiously Enough, No Country Hae
Yet Thought of Setting Up a Monu-
ment for the Army Nurse—This
Age May Be Known as the
Age of Service

By SARAH D, LOWRIE
HE American women who served over-
send during the war, and lately organ-
lzed ms the Awmerican Woman's Overseas
Legion, had a diuner the other evening, at
which the out-of-town guest of honor was
Mrs, Robert Meads

It was rather a touching occasion to me.,
who, having been a stay-nt-home, was there
that night merely ns an interested looker-on.

t was also o distingnished occasion by req.
gon of the personnel of the members present.
You realized, on examining the groups at
the various round toblea, thnt they hud not
Just happened to get on the other side during
the war, I never snw 65 more quietly foree-
ful, more carefully set-up crowd of women.
They certainly were the fittest, and that they
survived some of the hardships they had to
cope with proves that those in authority
who gave them leave (o go knew what they
were abont,

I should have likell nothing better than
to have learned strulght from some of them
what they had been up ugainst,' but they
had a pleasant aloofness on points (ouching
hardships that made me shy of searching for
tetails, One of them lnughed when shie man -
tioned easunlly thut she had not had a bath
for nine consecutive months over there, and
never enough water (o wash more than an
inch gr two at o time. They agreed with
me that theose of us who stayed at home
wonld newer know what war was like; its
awfulness conld not be put into speech.

One  other characteristic: There was
searcely any npplause for the speeches and
very Hitle lnughter possible, either fn what
wiy sald or what e nudience tempted the
rpenkers to say by thelr attitude as listeners,

HERE was nothing tragic nbout
they were, on the contrary.
